On the basis of Articles 1 and 8 of the Law on the Secret State Police of 
the 10 February 1936 (Prussian Legal Gazette, page 21) is decrecd: 


& Art L 


The Gestapo is authorized to carry out the police investigations in high 
treason, treason and explosive cases, as well aS, others punishable aggressive 
actions against Party and State. 


Arb. 2 


(i) In the proper competence of the Secret State Police the Secret State 
Police Bureau is authorized to undertake measures in the entire territory of 
Prussia and measures effective for the entire territory. 


(2) The Secret State Police Bureau assumes the competence of the Supreme 
Federal State Authorities in cases of the Law on guns and munitions of thc 
13 July 1928 (Reichs Legal Gazette I, page 198). 


(3) The Secret State Police Pureau is a central collecting agency for 
political police information. 


(h) The Secret State Police Bureau administers the state concentration 
camps. 


(5) In Berlin the Secret State Police Bureau assumes the competence of the 
Secret State Police for the Federal-State-County and local police affairs. 
Vhether and to what extent these tasks will bo transferred to the State Police 
office in Berlin - will be determined by the Chief of the Secret State Police. 


Bst, 3 


The State Police offices may within the framework of the competence of the 
Secret State Police take all measures encumbent upon the Secret State Police 
with exception of the prohibition of periodicals in their district. 


Art. li 


(1) Insofar as it is necessary for ine detection and fighting of aspira- 
tions which are directed against the State, the authorities of the county and 
local police in towns of more than 5000 inhabitants may decree the confiscation 
of printed material and restrictions regarding the rights of association and 
assembly for the support of the Secret State Police. The county and local police 
authorities have to obey within this realm the instructions of the responsible 
office of the State Police. 


(2) The State Police office at its location executes also the functions of 
the local police within the framework of responsibility of the Secret State 
Police, 
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PACE 2 Art, 5 


The Secret State Police is an independent branch of the interior adminis- 


tration. Its officials, employees and paid personnel belong to the interior 
administration. Its highest superior is the Chief of the Secret State Policc. 


Art. 6 


The head of the Secret State Police office will represent the Deputy Chief 
of the Secret State Police in all official business functions. 


Art. 7 


The Secret State Police office may within the framework of responsibility 
resting upon the Secrot State Police make requests to the OBER - and 
REGIERUNGSPRAESIDENTEN (heads of provincial and county governments), as well 
aS to all police agencies. The heads of the provincial and county governmonts 
have to obey the instructions of the Secret State Police office vith respect to 
affairs concerning the Secret State Policc. 


Art. 8 


(1) The State Police offices are located at the seat of the government. 
Ihe Chief of the Secret State Police can, in agreement vith the Minister of 
Interior, make exceptions from this principle. 


(2) An index of the State Police offices is added in the appendix. 
Art. 9 


(1) The heads of the State Police offices and political specialists 
(Sachbearbeiter) of the provincial governors vill be determined by the Chief of 
the Secret State Police in agreement with the Minister of theo Interior. 


(2) In ease the head of the State Police Office is prevented from doing so, 
the functions of the political Specialist of the provincial governor will be 
taken care of by tho official who is destined as permanent deputy of the head 
of the State Police Office. He will bo designated by the Chief of the Secret 
State Police in agreement with thc Minister of Interior. 


d Art. 10 


The State Police offices may make their request to all police authoritios 
of their district. In counties, the request has as a matter of principle to be 
directed to the County Governor (Landrat); in urgent cases it will suffice to 
inform the County Council. The roports of the authorities subcrdinated to the 
County Governor have to be sent to thc State Police offices through the County 


Council; in urgent cases it will suffico to inform the County Council at the 
same time. 


Art, 11 


The authorities of the County Police have to report directly to the 


responsible state police office on all important political occurrences and ob- 
servations. 


Apt, 12 


Insofar as officials of the Secret State Police within thc framework of 
the authority of the Secret Stato Police take over the tasks incumbent upon the 
authorities and officials of the police - and security services according to tho 
regulations of the code for criminal proceedings, they are acting as auxiliary 
officials of the OBERREICHSANVALT (Chief Prosoccutor of the Reich) or of the 
State Prosecutor for the District Court (OBERSTAATSANVALT) who is locally re- 
Sponsible. 
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PACE 3 Art, 13 


The Chief of the Secret State Polico disposes of the funds set aside for 
the Secret State Police in the budget of the interior administration. 


Art. 1l 


The MINISTERIALBLATT of the Reich - and Prussian Ministry of the Interior 


is the official gazette for the Chief and Deputy Chicf of the Secret State 
Police. 


Art . 15 


This decroe will be effective on the day after its publication.

Treining, equioment, ^nd orgenizetion of thc senitetion service ere 
gethered together in one office, the moin office for heelth, Next to it 
is n second office with the t»esk of heelth operretious and fostering of 
r^Ce, The men of the SÀ hsve recoznized the velue of the health of & Folk, 
^nQ beer the conviction th^t only e souná Folk cen be en eternal Folk, ith

pleins, end ferms ere in danger; if fire is on the point of destroying 

ihe oro»erty of Germen »eople; or if anywhere & nreturel catastrophe ho»pens, 
one finds, in »ll the Gous of the Reich and et all times, the en.;ineers 

end signal men emong the first helpers who strike with cheer ^nd vith 
reondiness to sa^crifice, Very few hrve » suspicion of what tekes plece in 
the hour of bitterest wrestle vith the mizht of N»ture, but they scercely 
think Pbout the fect thot these very srie nen, who oerheps grve their utmost 
during the entire nizht, are & few hours leter going -bout their callin;s; 
end only the leost number heve » clenr understending of whzet b5sic nnd

relay rcports by bicyclo riders, messenger dogs or cerrier nigoons, in short, 
how they estrolish coas:ection between the front ond the strffs ond thoreby 
secure smooth cooperetion, The stetus of trrining of the mon of the siznnl 
units is kept under constent control by the sisn^l certificeto,.

Nazi Germany launched a vigorous diplomatic canpaign to break 
up these alliances and understandings, to create division among 
members of the Little intente and the other -«astern 25uropeaàn powers, 
and to divide all of them from France on whose military power the 
security of these smaller states in theo last analysis rested. To 
sone of these countries, particularly Yugoslavia, Hungary and Po- 
land, Nazi Germany made extravagant and often inconsistent promises 
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of territorial and economic rewards as a price for cooperation in 
the Geri:an program of aggression agsinst their neighbors. To other 
countrios, especially z2rance ana Lngland, iazi Gerüany offered the 
attractive prize o? peace and security as the price of giving Ger- 
inauiy & frce hand in 5outheastern surope. To allay the fears of 
its neizhbors until Gerunany had conpletod its military and diploma- 
tic prepuürations, Germaay elevorly proceeded step by step, always 
giving solemn assurances that the immediate objiective was her last.

openly s$ated to me thai Geriany would observe her international 
undertakings only so loag as it suited Geruany's interests to do so. 
Although these statements vere openly nade to ne as they were, I 
am sure, mace to others, these liazi leaders vere not really dís- 
closing any secret for on many occasions they expressed the same 
* deas publicly. 


In this specific connection I quote from a letter which I 
wrote to Under Secretary of 3tate Thillips in Washington, dated 
larch 24, 19534: 

"Her (Germany's) aereerent vi Poland is only 
one of a serios of agreements which she would like 
to make to follow out hor pol! ? gaining time 
and allaying suspicion, but when one realizes what

l.e. a part of her policy to keep the peace and

* lu thc last analysis, however, it was not faith in Germany's 
promises but fsar of Geraan mig^t and possible aggressive action 
which induecd Germany's neighbors, particularly the small ones, 
to progressively acquiesce ín hor designs. The hugo German re- 
armancnt program, which was never a Secrot, and which was openly 
announced in the spring or? 19355, and vormany's reoccupation of the 
Fhinsland, all done vith only iàdàld protests from France and England, 
end the failuro of the Leaguo to stop liussolini's Abyssinian aáven- 
ture, convinced the peoples of the smaller countries of Sastern 
»ürope that france eithe" could not or would not rosist German ex- 
pansion in the 2ast, that ungland would not take any positive steps 
to stop Germany, aud that tho only thing that was left to then was 
to make *hó best possible deal with lazi Gurmany. 


Ihese considerations to be sure did not convince all people 
and all political leaders among Gernany's neighbors. Tho lazis 
made plain, however, that any opposition whica remained would be 
helpless. She continued the program of stirring up internal dis- 
sensions wherover they existed in othor countries and openly aided 
Sympathetic Nazi and Fascist aná anti-Govornment groups, parti- 
culer!y in Yugoslavia, Hungary, Rumania, austria and Czechoslovakia. 

oucL bricfly was the general plan of "Gernuan diplomacy" and 
political action and economic action during these years. Il had oc- 
casion to follov the dostails of its operation from elose observation 
during the years 19235 to 1927. 
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Austria and Czeehoslovakia wero the first on the verman pro- 
grau of aggression. às esrly as 1954, Goraany began to woo neigh- 
bors of theso countries with promises of a share in the loot. To 
Yugoslavia in particular they offered Üarinthia. Concerning the 
Yugoslav reaction, l reported at the timo: 


"...lhe major factor in the internal situation in 
the last weck has been the increase in tonsion with 
rospoet to tho Austrian iazi rofugcees in Yugoslavia. 
... There is very littlo doubt but that Goering, 
when ha mado his trip to various eapitals in 
a2outheastern asuropo about six months ago, told the 
Yugoslavs that thoy would got à part of Carinthia, 
when a iational Socialist Govornmoent eaune into power 
in Austria. ... The Nazi seed sovwn in Tugoslasvia has 
baon sufficient to eeuso trouble and thoro are un- 
doubtedly a good many people thore vho look vith a 
&reat dosl of bonevolenee on those »sazi rofugses who 
went to Yugoslavia in tho days folloving July 25." 


a Gcrmany mado liko promises of torritoriuil gains to Hungary 
and to Poland in order to gsin thcir ocooporztion or st least 
their aecquieseonoo in the proposod dismaemberiont of Uzechoslovakia. 
As Il learned from my diplomatic colleaguoss in Vionna, von Papon 
and von liackensen in Vionna end in Budapest in 1955, were spreading 
the idea of division of Czecboslovakis, in which division Geornany 
was to got Bohemia, Hungary to get Slovakia, and Poland the rest. 
This did not deecivse any of these countrios for thoy knew that tho 
intontion of Nazi Germany was to tako all. 


Ihe Nazi varunan Government did not hesitate to mekoe inconsis- 
tent promises vhon it suited its immediate objectives. Il recall 
the Yugoslav Linister in Vienna saying to mo in 1934 or 1955, that 
Germany haod made promises to Hunesry of Yugoslav territory while 
at tho ssüe time promising to Yugoslavs portions of PURgaFABR torri- 
tory. The Hungarisn sinister in Vienna later gave mo tho same in- 
formation. 


l should emphasize here in this statoment that the men who 
made these promises wore not only tho died-in-tho-wool Nazis but 
nore eonsorvativo Germans who alroady had bogun to willingly lend 
themsolves to tho iiazi program. ln an official despatch to tho 
Departmont of otate from Vionna dated Octobor 10, 1935, I wrote 
as follows: 


"..e.2ourope will not get away from the myth that 
Neurath, Papen, ind iaekensen aro not dangerous 
sople and that thoy aro 'diplomats of tho old 
school'.  Thoy are in facet sorvilo instrumconts of 
the regime and just because the outside world 
looks upon them as h Talsss, they aro abie to 
work moro ofiectivol: Thay iro able to Sow 
discord just boecause thc y propagato tho myth 
that they sre not in sympathy vithn tho regime." 


At this point in this statomont I should sot forth the follow- 
ing.  ^hen tho Nazi Party took ovor in Svormany it ropresented only 
a small part of the Gorman population. It dominatod all of Ger- 
many and rapidly assurad itself of that domination by moeons of or- 
ganization ond terror, the det.;ils of which are an historical re- 
cord and need not be set forth hero. At tho beginning of 1955, 
although a few of the Nazi leaders, such as Hitler and Hess and 
Goerinz, rocognized tho idoa of world domination, they spoke little 
of it. ^t the beginning the great mass of tho Party and the regime 
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itself had for its open objective the domination of Southeastern 
Europe. Literally this neant to then at the outset absorption of 
Czechoslovakia end austria and complete political and economic con- 
trol of the other countries dovn to Turkey. They always excluded 
ientioning lurkey s^ as not to greatly disturb Great Britain. As 
the domination of the vermans increased vithin Gerzany as the mili- 
tary program progressed and as the German people increasingly be- 
came imbued vith the lazi spirit, and more rapidly than even the 
most fanatic ;Jazis had believed possible, their power,inereased in- 
eredibly within and without Geruany.  .ithin Germany there vas an 
attitude of conplete arathy so far as resistance was concerned. 
«ithout Germany in the smaller countries vhich felt themselves 
threatened, the fear constantly became greater. It was this grow- 
ing sense of power and the realization of the fear and lack of mea- 
sures of resistance from the outside that rapidly caused the Nazi 
idea to expand with respect to domination over Europe and in fact 
over the world. 


ln this connection it must also be borne in mind that most of 
the higher offlcers of the Gernan àrmy during the first years of 
the Nazi regime lent their aid to the uazi regime only because they 
believed that unóer such a regime they vould be able to rebuild the 
German arazy which they had not been able to do under previous German 
Governnonts anà thus restore the power of Germany in Europe anà in 
the world. 4t the outset it is probable that only a few of these 
Gunerals shared the territorial aggressive idea of thc iazis, but 
increasingly ss the army sav its power groving fron the lower ranks 
to the upper they becane inbued vith these aggressive designs just 
as iauch as the liazis. 


for a tine France and Italy endeavorod to counter these moves 
by vermany, described in the preceding paragraphs. in 1934, Barthou, 
the vory able and discerning FJreneh Zoroign iinister, endeavoroed 
to promote an sast Locarno Pact to guarantee tho territory of all 
the Eastern and Southeastern European countries end to provide a 
guarantee against external aggrcssion by nutual assistance pacts 
Supportod by france and Russia. france also continued her efforts 
to fostor an economie aceord botveen austria and the other Danubian 
powcrs which had proviously been menbors of the austro-Hungarian 
Empirc, whils Italy sought to organizo a moro limited cconomic bloc 
of austria, Eungery anà Italy. 


The Nazi German Government nado ovory offort to prevent tho 
carrying through of these accords. To Yugoslavia, for example, 
Geraany made promises of support for Yugoslavia's ambitions with 
regard to Italian territory, particularly Trieste, as well às to a 
sharc of austria.  Gormany's objoct was by sowing discord between 
Yugoslavia end Italy to prcvont Franco from reaching an agreemont 
with both of then and hence to frustrate all hopes of bringing àán 
a4aSt Locarno Pact into being. in October 1934, I roportod from 
Vienne, as follows: 


"..OThe Forsign Linistcr eallod attontion to tho 
DPoports vwhileh thay hasvo with roSpeoct to the intonsive 
diplomatic activitios of Gormany in Warsaw, in 
bclgrade, in 2ofia, and in Budapest. They have in- 
formation, ho told mo, from a vory roliable sourceo 
that the prosont Goran policy is to creato hopos 

&nd unrsSt, particularly in Bolgrado and 3ofia, so 
that vhon aing Aloxander goos to Paris ho will face 
the French vith a situation which will mako it im- 
poSsiblo for thom to roasch any agreement with Italy. 
T^c .ilhelmstrasse bellcvos, according to the 
Lhinistor'a3 information, that if barthou has no 
Success ai Homo tho prosent Fronch lnistry vill 
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have to rosign on his return and a strongor loft 
iinistry fornod, vitb which tho Jilhelmstrasse can 
reach some agreement. Tho Zoroign Linister said that 
ho did not think tho Gormans would suececd in thís, 
or that a failurs; of tho rroneh-Italian eonvorsations 
would noeossarily rosult in à change in tho Fronch 
Cabinet. Ho did say, hovevor, that tho Fronch- 
Italian agroonent would be difficult boocause he 

had just learnod this morning that sing Aloxander 
had beon vory suecossful during his oofia visit 
which óndod just a fow days ago..." 


To offset any moves in the dáirection of economic cooperation 
among the Donubiaon -etates, Geraany made lavish but frankly insin- 
cere promises of economio support, on condition of cooperation with 
her. During my tour of duty in Gerrany, a Nazi economist named 
Deutz (I believe this is the correct spellinz of his name) sought 
ne out frequently. iie did not occupy à very high position in the 
Government but vas used 23 one of the 3etive instruments by high 
Nazi leaders in Southeastern zurope. Ee mude frequent trips to 
Yugoslavi., to Hungry :nd also on ooecasiou to Rumania. For some 
reason which 4 could never fully determine he sought me out fre- 
quently 9nd on returning from these trips he would tell me frankly 
what he h3sd been doing snà of the promises he had made of economic 
£ains as reward for eooperoting with Cermnuny. at the same time, 
he, of course, eynicailly told ae tht "ernany had no intention of 
carrying throuzh these promises and remarked:  "kov dumb these 
people are to believe in such promises". 


At the Same tiio that Verüuany held out such promises of reward 
for cooperation in her p am, she stirred up internal dissensions 
witnin these countries th es ind in austri, and Czeenoslovakia 
in pesrticulcr, all of whi aS designed to so vezken all opposition 
and strengthen the pro-iazi : Tuscist groups 5s to insure peace- 
ful aecquiescence in the "or; rogram.  Eer nachinations in Austria 

they ose under my direct observation, 
in a separate affidavit. ln Czechoslovakia they followed the same 
tactilos wiuh the 3udeten Germans. I was reliably informed that the 
hazi Party spent ovor $6,000,000 marks in finincing the Henlein party 
in the elections in tho spring of 1935 alone. In Yugoslavia she 
played on the old diffcrenoos betweon tho vroats and the 2erbs and 
the fesr of the rostorstion of the Hapsburgs in Austria. It may be 
rem;rkod hore thet this latter was one of tho principal instruments 
and most offoctive ones which Nazi vormany used as the fear in Yugo- 
Slovia, in particular, of a rsstoration of the Hapsburgs was very 
real. In Hungary she played upon the agrarian difficulties and at 
the samo time so openly encoursged the Nazi Mergan elements in Hun- 
gary zs to provoke tbe Government of 2Sungsry £o demsnd the rocall 
of van Laekensen in 1958. In Eungary and in Pol nà sho playod on 
the fear of Communism and eommunist Russia. in Runsnia she aggra- 
vated the existing inti-semitism, omphasizinz the important role 
of the Jews in Rumanian industry and the Cowish ancestry of Lupescu. 
vormany undoubtedly as1so financod the $ascist lron Guard through 
Codroneau. 


2uch "uiplomatio" mossurss reinforced by vernany's vast rearma- 
ment program had a considerable effect, particularly in Yugoslavia, 
Foland ind nungary, and sufficient st least to deter these countries 
from joining any eombination opposed to Geraan designs, even if not 
enough to psrsuade them to aotively ally thenselves with kazi Germany 
lmportz;nt political leaders of Yugoslavia began to become convinced 
that the sazi reazlae woulà remain in pover unà would gain its ends 
and that the eourso of ssfoety for Yugoslavia was to play along vith 
Germany.  Ihis beoane so obvious from direct information which I had 
that Il wrote in oeptonber 1934, from Vienna, as follows: 
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"...Thg attitudo of the Yugoslavs has been most dis- 
turbing. There is no cuestion but thot tho wvormans 
have eompliested tho already difficult problom existing 
between Itsly nd Yugoslavia by promising the Yugoslavs 
territorial and other advantazes.  lhoro are a lot of 
people in Yugoslavia who feel th.t ti prosent Goyorn- 
ment in Gcrnmany vill Stay, that it vill be .ble to 
force its will on tho rsst of 3uropo ind that their 
bost bot is to play with Vorzany for thoy vill got 

most out of it in that way in thc snd. Inis section 

of opinion in Yugoslavia beliovos tht Austria will 
eventually succumb to Gernany aná th:t when this comes 
Yugoslavia will get zood slice of present Austrian 
territory 5nd in addition have vernon support agosinst 
Italy which will ev3ntuslly leid to her realizing wha 
now seens unroelizable aspirations in other airections.

Extract from Minute of M. Beck's Conversation with M. von Ribbentrop 


Munich, January 6, 1929, 


M. Beck asked M, von Ribbentrop to inform the Chencellor that 
whereas previously, after 511 his conversations end contacts 
with German statesmen, he hsd beon fceling optimistic, to-day fer 
the first time he was in a pessimistic mood, Particularly in 
regard to» the Denzig question, es it had been reised by the 
Chencellor, he saw no possibility whatever of &grecment, 


In snswer M. von Ribbentrop once moro emphasized thet Germany 
was not secking any violent solution. The basis of their policy 
towerds Polend was still & desire for the further building up cf 
friendly reletions. It was necessary to soek such a method of 
clearing «way the difficulties as would respect tho rights and 
interests of the two parties concerned, 
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Hitlor was without thc lesst intelligenco until the afternoon 
of the next day. aturnlly, in the meantime, the betrayal of &ehr had 
hecone known, Qf the aveilablie alternatives - oithor to carry on the fight 
outside of i:unich and to witháraw at firs^ to Acsenhein, or the march 
through L;unich into tho interior of tho city - Adolf iiütler chose the 
last in order to vin public opinion and to sscorbtain how kahr, iossow and 
seisser would react, (nc could not iunginc that thüey would be so stupid as 
to fire on theso insurgont peoplo.

Pursuant to the decree for the exocution of the Four-

I was Plenipotentiary for Reich Administration (Generalbevelil- 
maechtigter fuer die Reichsverwaltung) from the time when this office 
was created, until 20 August 1943. Heinrich Himmler was my deputy in 
this capacity. Before the outbreak of the war my t&àsk as Plenipotentiary 
for Reich Administration was the preparation of orgenization in the 
event of war, sucn as, for instance, the appointment of liaison men in 
the different ministries who would keép in touch with me. s Pleni- 
potentiary for Reich Administration, I. together with the Plenipotentiary 
for Economy ard the OKW formed what was called a "3-Man College" 
(Dreierkollegium). We also were members of the Reich Defense Council 
(Reichsverteidigungsrat), which was supposed to plan preparations and 
decrees in case cof war which later on were published by the Ministerisl 
Council for the Defense of tbe Reich. Since, as soon as the war started, 
everything had to be done Speedily and tlere would have been no time for 
planning, such measures and decrecs were prepared in advance in case of 
war. All one then still had to do was to pull ou of tbe drawer the war 
orders that had been prepared, ater on, àfier the outbreak of the war, 
these decrees were enacted by the Ministorial Council for the defense 
of the Reich,

The extent of the destruction of Jewish shops and housed cannot yet be ' 
verified by figures. The figures given in the reports: 815 shops destroyed; 
171 dwelling-houses set on, fire or destroyed, only indicate a fraction of the 
actual dumage caused, as far as arson is concerned. Due to the urgency of the 
reportiiüg, the reports received to dote are entirely limited.to general state- 
ments such as " numerous " or " most sho»s destroyed ", Therefore the figures 
given must have been exceeded considerably. 


191 Synagogues were set on fire, and another 76 completely destroyed. 
In addition ll parish halls, (CEMEINDFHAUSER) cemetery chapels and similar 
buildings were set on fire and 3 more completely destroyed. 


20,000 Jews were arrested, «lso 7 Aryans and 3 foreigners. The latter 
were arrested for their ownsafety. 


36 deaths were reported and those seriously injured were also numbered 
at 36. Those killed and injured are Jews. One Jew is still missing. The 
Jews killed include one Polish national, and those injured include 2 roles.

With reference to the letter from the iinister President 
General Field-lMershael Goering to the Supreme Reich Authorities on the 
subject of the treatment of male and fenele civilisn workers of Polish 
nationality, I enclose ses en appendix 8 copy of the Police Order of 
8 Merch 1940 concerning distinguishing marks for these Poles, 8 copy of 
my decree dated 8 Merch 1940 and & copy of my letter to the Reich Labor 
Minister, dated 8 Merch 1940. 


I should be grateful if, during the work of instruction under- 
taken from there, the points of view contsined in the Lesflet for employ- 
ers could be stressed and spread a&broad particulerly &smong the rural 
population. 


Furthermore, I mey mention that I have given further directions 
to the State Police (district) offices to prevent the feilure of the 
employment scheme send undesirsble evidenees of the relstions of the male 
&nd femsle civilisen workers of Polish nstionselity to the Germen populstion. 


Among other things, I have ordered the immedi&te errest of 
Germen netionals who heve sexuel intercourse with nsle or femsle workers 
of Polish nstionality, commit other improprieties, or c&rry on love- 
&ffeirs. I do not wish this messure to prevent the effects of the justi- 
fied indignetion of the Gernsn popvulstion over sueh shameful behevior. 
On the contrery, I consider the deterrent effect of public def&emations to 
be exceptionselly grest &nd I have no objection, 1f, for instence, Germen 
women heve their heads shorn perheps in the presence of the femele youth 
óf the villsge, beceuse of their disgraeceful behevior, or if they sre 
led through the villasge with & l&bel indicsting their offence. The 
defametions should however keep to cbout these limits, ond should not go 
further and result in injuries to the persons involved.  4bove &ll, they 
should t&ke place before the arrest, because, once the &rrested perso ns 
h&ve been siezed end police cannot set them free egsin. 


I should be greteful if tuese view points were brought to the 
notice of the Perty functionaeries for their personel infornetion only 
&nd in order to ensure a uniform policy; it must be pointed out thet 
Imegsures of this kind cennot be ecrried out smoothly, unless there is close 
cooperstion with the competent Stete Police (district) office. I heve 
given instructions to the Stete Police (district) offices, to get in touch 
immedietcly with the competent locel Party functionaries.

It is essenticl for the sepsretion of the mele end femtrle civil- 
ien workers of Polish n£tionrlity from the Germcsn populction, thct they 
tre housed together in billets, This will not tlwtys be possible in the 
ease of rgricultural employment, but it usually eon be done in towns and 
in lerge industrirl, cormereiel, cond rgriculturcl enterprises. Speciel 
importcnce mey be leid on providing seporrte rest roons for the work 
brenks, This could be mede c duty of the frctory when: the requirement 
of lcbor is submitted.

In every 
ense where the type of the offence or the frequency of onrission shows, 
thtt the offender is of cn insubordintte tttitude of rind, the Stete Police 
rust intervene.in order to gucrentee the nuthority of officicl orders, For 
this resson I hrve ordered in the ep»ended decree thet such cecses cre to be 
reported to the State Police (district) offices. 


It is nrinly the work of the Secret Strte Police, to deel with 
esses where the success of enployrent is prejudiced by constent decrerse in 
work done, strikes, incitement of the workers, sbsenteeisn, rets of st.botrge 
etc. It is inportent for this purpose By every tvtilcble nethod to bring 
the nrle nnd feicle civilicn workers of Polish nrtionrlity round to conply- 
ing with their duty to work. 


The steps to be teken to conbrt insubordinetion end non-conplienoce 
with the duty to work, rust be decided &necording th the severity of the 
etse end to the spirit of resistence of the offender, It is of most imn- ! 
portsnce thrt they be token irredirtely tfter the offence is committed so 
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thct they hceve & decisive effect. In sccordrnee with rjy instructions in 
the eppended decree, especirlly severe mnetsures must be trken during the 
first eight wecks, 1n crder to bring home to the workers of Polish naestion- 
tlity fron the outset the consequences of non-eonplirnee with the orders 
issued. In every district therefore, in :* few orses of disobedience *nd 
unwillingness to work, the workers of Polish netionrlity coneerned cre to 
be trcensfcrred to Libor Trreining Ccmps for severcel yecrss In order to in- 
cresse the deterrent effect of these meusures, they tre to be cnnounced 
verbrlly to the workers of Po&ish notionclity Wy en officicl of the Secret 
Strte Police or of the loerl eonpetent police office (e.c. cgendcrnerie posts) 
with the rid of cn interpreter, especirlly in the fretories or (rcgricultur- 
tl) pleees where the purished Poles were ernplcyed, 


In genercl, rll esses where ^ wcrning, by the Sttte Pcliee or o 
short inprisonrent is not sufficient to induce the worker to fulfil his 
duties, opplicstion is to be rede for his tronsfer to 5 lobor trreining 
enzp, tnd en opinion given on what trestoent he should receive there. The 
treotrent in the Lobor trrining ctrps will hove to be in accordenee with 
the severity of tho cffence,. It is suitrble e, g. to rtke obstinrte shirk- 
ers work ín the stone-qurrries of the Meuthcusen esp.» By & specirl decree, 
to the herds of SS-Decthüshendü Units 5:16 concentretion enrps, I htve ordered 
thet the treetuent of these persons under protective custody be undertoken

The besis for this rezulnetion is the 
letter of the Minister Presiaent, Genercl Fielà-iinrshcl Goering of 8th 
lMerch, eddressed to the Supreme Reich Authorities. In the Sphere of 
police netters the orders given in the Sppendeá Police decree of 8 Morch 
1940 and the decree, nlso appenced àeted 8th Mereh 1940, heve been issued. 


Undesirable evidences in the relctions of the mele cnà fenele 
civilion workers of Polish netionoelity to the Germen people &re to be 
prevented. Therefore it should be rvoideà tg fer 8S possible thst these 
Workers heve eny contect whrtsoever with the Gernrn populetion, 
unless 1t hes c6 direct connection with the enployment itself. For this 
reeson I heve issued rn cráer to the effect thrt Poles ere prohibiteóü from 
visiting church functions of the Gerren people, and especielly from at- 
tending Services. 


The ehurches enà their vrrious representttives ncy now be expected 
in the sere wcy (ts. they dià in the otse of Polish prisoners of wer), to teke 
en interest in nnle end fennle civilien workers cf Polish nctionelity, to 
holà services for thon. together with the Germ:n populcttion, to collect 
money cnà gifts in kinà for then, end to try to estoblish siniler connec- 
tions between the Germen populetion end these workers. 


For this recson I esk you to teke/Peutions thcet the civilirn 
Lrle end fenrele workers rre excelude4 from the generol church services for 
Germens.  Spiriturl ecre of them should be undertckon by wey of specisl 
ehureh services, open only to ther. No serrons shoulà be preacheá end no 
use should be nràe of the Polish leneusge. Any church welfnre of these 
WoPkers should be undertczken 5eparutely.fron the Germen populetion. 


I deem it necessary further to reke it eleser to the churches thet 
they r&y heve no de&lings whetscoever with the rele end fersle civilisn 
workers of Polish nstionelity except in purely spirituel welfere, 


I heve mede appropricte Stete Dolish nessures to decl with aàRy 
conduct of the clergy which is eontrery to these principles, 


I should be greteful if the Reich Security kein Office eouláà be 
informed of eny reesures to be ttken on your port.
